« Are tuition-free public schools.

* Are exempt from some state regulations in exchange
for increased accountability.

« Accept all children eligible to attend public school
subject to space limitations.

 May be authorized by the SCPCSD, a traditional
school district, or an Institution of Higher Education
(IHE) in South Carolina.
